TUESDAY, MAY 24, 2005 — 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:
Initial attack activity was light nationally with 62 new fires reported. One new large fire was
reported in the Southwest Area. One large fire was contained in the Southern Area. Very high to
extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, New Mexico, Texas and Utah.

SOUTHWEST AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES:

MESA CAMINO, Santa Fe National Forest. This fire is six miles southwest of Coyote, NM in
ponderosa pine. Individual group torching and short sustained runs were reported.

SKUNK, Arizona State. This fire is 20 miles southwest of Globe, AZ in chaparral brush. Moderate
fire behavior with isolated torching within islands was reported. Line construction was completed.

NUKE, Arizona State. This fire is ten miles southwest of Tonopah, AZ in grass and chaparral.
Flare-ups in heavier fuels in drainages were observed. No new information was reported.

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HELICOPTER LANDING AREA SELECTION

Consider the following points when selecting a landing area for a helicopter:

& Locate a flat area that is of sufficient size for the helicopter you are expecting to land.

e Type | -- Clear and level touchdown pad measuring 30 feet by 30 feet; safety circle
measuring 110 feet in diameter.

e Type Il -- Clear and level touchdown pad measuring 20 feet by 20 feet; safety circle
measuring 90 feet in diameter.

e Type Il -- Clear and level touchdown pad measuring 15 feet by 15 feet; safety circle

measuring 75 feet in diameter.

& Choose an area clear of people, vehicles, and obstructions such as trees, poles, and especially
overhead wires.

& The area must be free of stumps, brush, posts, large rocks or anything over 18 inches high.
& Consider the wind direction. Helicopters land and take off into the wind.

& Choose an approach free of obstructions. Any obstruction should be relayed to the helicopter
crew during initial radio contact.

& Remove or secure any loose items in and around the landing area such as trash, blankets, hats,
or equipment.

& Wet down the landing area if dusty conditions are present.
